WEEKS IN THE TOMBS,1

Given Until Nov. 10 to Piead on

the Embezz.ement Charges.

He Has Aged Considerably Since
He Fled to Costa Rica.

The Embezzler Aor nmpintefl as Far
as Jersey City by Ills Wife.

Francis H. Weeks, embezzler, arrived
at the Pennsylvania Depot at Jersey
City at 12.42 this afternoon. With him
were his wife and some friends who
boarded the train at Philadelphia, to-- I
gether with Detectives Phil Rellly and
Jake Von Gerichten, who have ac-

companied him on his long Journey from
Costa Rica.

Detectlve-Serg- t. Trainor, of the Cen-
tral Office, met the party at the depot
and they all crossed together on the
Desbrosses street ferry-boa- t.

Weeks and the detectives, together with
a d gentleman in a high
silk hat, who got off the train with
the prisoner, but whose name could not
be learned, took a cab on the Jersey
City side.

As soon as the boat landed In New
York they were driven directly to Police
Headquarters, Detective Trainor mount- -

lug the, seat on the cab with the driver.
Mrs. Weeks remained in the car with

her friends and could not be seen. She
had i.i k. n farewell of her husband as
the train arrived at the depot, and It
was said that she would accompany her
friends later to their home in New
Jersey, where she would remain during
the next few days.

The first glance Bhowcd that Weeks
had aged greatly since his troubles be-

gan, and he looked fully ten years older
than wdien he was last seen In New
York.

His face was pale and haggard, and a
growth of rough, gray beard upon his
chlu had changed him so much that
hlB most familiar friend would not have
been able to recognize him at first. His
hair was long and unkempt behind, and
both his hair and beard were streaked
with white.

He wore a dingy-lookin- g black derby
hat, and a gray-mixe- light overcoat,
which was buttoned close up to his
neck. In his hand he carried a small
brown leather satchel.

He walked with his head erect, look-
ing neither to the right nor to the left,
as he passed thrwigh the crowd In the
depot, and not a word was said by htm
to any one until, the ferry-hous- e was
reached. Detectives Rellly and Von
Gerichten followed close behind, and
thin the crowd straggled along

There a slight delay occurred and
Weeks seemed to be annoyed that there
was no cab at hand. It was the first
sign he had given that tin; curiosity of
the crowd troubled him.

He spoke to Detective Rellly and a
carriage was sent for, but it did not
arrive until after the party had reached
the deck of the ferry-boa- t.

The cab drove aboard, and Just as
Weeks was entering It a shabbily
dressed old man with a d

yellow overcoat and a white mustache
pressed forward until he was within
two feet of the prisoner.

Then he shook his list at him and
broke forth into a torrent of abu3c,
which was most of it In German, except
the oaths, which wore in exceedingly
plain English.

The man was evidently In a state of
tremulous exolCrment, an he fairly
foamed at the mouth, while he hurled
his anathemas in mixed English and
German at Weeks. The latter did not
notice his assailant', but Jumped into
the cab as quickly as he could.

None of the crowd could understand
one-tent- h of what the old man said, but
he seemed to be wound up. and would
hue kept up his abuse Inletinltely had
not Detective Trainor caught him by
the shoulders and given htm a shove
which nearly sent him overboard.

He carried under his arm a bundle
wrapped up In what appeared to be the
remains or an old coat. As he lunged
backward It nearly dropped from Ins
grasp. The crowd evidently regarded
this mysterious package with suspicion,
for they scattered In every direction.

It might have been dynamite and Its
carrier a murderous crank, but as It
turned out It was nothing more danger-
ous than a bundle of dirty clothing
The rough treatment by the detective
seemed to cause the old man's anger to
cool down for u moment, though he
kept muttering fiercely to himself, and
glaring now at the detective who stood
guard over him, an I then at the car-
riage in which weeks sat.

After much labor, and with the assist,
anc? of an inter reter the old man said
his name was Carl ('arisen, and that he
had once worked foi Weeks as a day la-
borer at VVe-- Super! t, Wis where, ::
nil! be remembered, the embezzler "Mew
In" most of the money which had been
Intrusted t; hlU) by his confiding friends
and relatives.

Whet, aakod If Weeks had forgotten
to pay him for his services, he replied I"
the negsllve. and said that he had al-
ways been able to get hi money. Then
his rage seemed to break out afresh.

no he shook his fist at the back of the
carriage and snouted out:

"You dirty blackguard. You
! You ought to be 'thrown over-

board!"
A threatening gesture from the de-

tective shut him up again, hut he
added.

"Oh, he's got lots of money, millions
of It. and he s stolen it all. I knew him
for a thief, and he's robbed hundreds
Of poor people. If 1 could gt htm out
of there I'd break his glanses for him
on his face."

Meanwhile Weeks and his friend and
Detectives Retlly and Von Gerichten had
entered the carriage, and the curtains
v. re pulled down, while Detective
Trainor stood guard on the outside and
refused to allow any one to approach
the carriage.

The little old man kept muttering
and talking to himself all the way over
to New York. He suld that he had got
u bou rd the train at Trenton, but that
he did not see Weeks till lust as he was
setting into the cab on the deck of the
ferry-boa- t.

"1 knew him as soon as I saw him,
he said "and 1 wanted to get at him "
When the boat reached the other side
ho disappeared in the crowd.

Several attempts were made to get a
word with Weeks before he boarded the
f, t, but he refused to answer any
Questions, or even make any reply to
inquiries that were addressed to him.

Detective Rellly said he did not learn

It is alleged that Llugard vluttmlzei
the bank out of $.0,000. He was turned
over to the New York police.

ralfffied before Justice Koch in the Jof- -

ferton Market Court and remanded for
examination

Police Inspector McLaughlin gave the
following account of the case against

' Llngard:
He Is. it seems, an expert bookkeeper

ani accountant. He wai mployeil from
April. ISs'j, to June. 1890, by Christian
Schmidt, a manufacturer oi upholstery
goods, at 449 West Fourteenth street.

Schmidt hnd an account wl'h lh
Merchants and Traders' Hank of this
city. Lingard, it Is said, appropriated
check- and deposited them In the (Jr- -

flell Hank In his own name. In all the
number of checks stolen were 207, and
aggregated MS.fiOu.

When Schmidt discovered the robbery
ne brought suit against the bank to
recover the money, but was beaten.

He carried the case to the Court of
Appeals, and a few weeks ago obtained
Judgment. The affair cost the bank
$18,000 including costs.

John .J Adams, attorney for the bank,
then placed the matter in the hands of
Inspector McLaughlin, and Llngard was
arrested at the Brooklyn entrance to
the bridge y by Detectives O'Brien
and McCauley.

According to the Inspector. Llngard has
hud a long career of peculation, but has
in nearly every case escaped jail by
compromising with his victims.

He was employed a few years ago by
a gents' furnishing gKHis Importer
named Drevfuss, on Leonard street.

It Is said he forged Mr. Drevfuss's
name for J.Ono. He was arrested, but
made restitution and was not prose-
cuted.

He was employed bv Geillee, Son &
Allen, clothiers of F.18 Market Btret,
Philadelphia, and it Is alleged the firm
Euffered to the extent of ,000.

Llngard was tin til recently employed
faY fihAi ssstwXKW Wine Company, of
BMTevUle, 15; J. While in the firm's
employ he Is Sftld to have forged Treas-
ure Eastwood's name for $,000. His
stolen money was depos.t.ed in the Bed-
ford Bank, of Brooklyn.

Among thefirst of Lingard's misdeeds
were some forgeries committed in 181,
while he was carrying on a publishing
business at 40 Vesey street, this city.

At that time he forged a number of
checks on the Chase National Bank, the
amount of which was afterwards ascer-
tained to be about $6,000.

The insertion of an appropriation of
S22.08S to pay Senate clerks for the
months of October and November, MM.

The rhnlrman of House Appropriations
Committee moved to concur In this
amendment, but filibustering defeated
the motion.

The amount involved In the Senate's
contention Is about J21.000, but It Is made
more Important to Senators Individually
than a larger dtp Into the National
Treasury under other circumstances
would be from the fact that many of
them have made themselves personally
responsible for the amounts or have;
actually paid their clerks out of their
own pockets, awaiting reimbursement by
Congress.
